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CHARLES STEWART PARNELL. : 


Charles Stewart Parnell was born in the 
county of Avondale, Ireland, in the month of 
June,1847. Hisancestors both on the pater- 
nal and maternal siae are not unknown to 
fame, andatew of them have figured conspi- 
cuously in the history of Ireland and America. 
On his father s side, the following lines penned 
by Oliver Goldsmith will. throw some light 
upon the ancestry ot ‘‘the obstructionist,’’ as 
Charles Stewart Parnell, M. P., is sometims3s 
called: ‘*Thomeas Parnell, VD. D., was descena- 
ed from an ancient family that had tor some 
centuries been settled in Congleton in Cheshire 
(England). His father, Thomas Parnell, wbo 
had been attached tothe Commonwealth par- 
ty, on the Restoration, wentover to Ireland. 
Thither he carried alarge personal property, 
which he laid out in lands i 
that Kingdom. The estates he pur- 
chased there, as also those which 
he possessed in England,descended to our poet, 
who was his eJdestson.’’ In speaking of this 
same poet the author of ‘*Thé Essay on Man,’’ 
in dedicating to the Earl of Oxtord his friend’s 
collected works, says: 

Absent or dead, still let a friend be dear ; 

A sigh the absent claims, the dead a tear. 

Recall those nights that closed thy toilsome 
(ays, : . 

Still hear thy Parnell in his living Jays. 

Dr. Parnell, the poet. left no’children at his 
deatbin 1718, and his estates consequently 
passed to his nephew, Sir John Parnell, whos3e 
son, third baronet ot that name, was the pres- 
ent Charles Stewart Paanell’s great’grand- 


cellor of the Irish Exchequer. Itis said that 
torretusing tO cast his vote in favor of the 
‘‘Union’’ he lost his hi¢h otfice, 
but obtained the title trom his 
fellow countrymen of *‘The Incorruptible,’’ 
Ilis second son became the. father ot John 


Henry Parnell, who was the immediate pro-. 


genitor ot Charles Stewart Parnell. On bis ma- 
ternal side Charles Stewart Parnell is descend- 
ed from the gallant Commodore Charles Stew- 
art, in whose honor he wasnamed. It was 
this command@r who had charge of the old 
frigate Constitution, and who was known as 
**Old Ironsides.’’ The commodore’s daugh- 
ter, Delia Stewart. and John Henry Parnell 


. metin New York while the latter was visiting 


in this country with his cousin Lord Powers- 
court. Their marriage took place in a short 
time at Washington and the happy couple 
started immediately for Ireland, where they 
madetheirhome. The first child of this union 
was Charles Stewart Parnell, who has since 
creeted for himself a name notalone.in Eng- 
land and Ireland, but also in America. 

Asa child he showed an uncommon love of 
study, devoting more time’ to books than to 
the ordinary sports of childhood. His educa- 
tion was begun at aprivate school conducted 
by a Protestant clergyman at Southampton, 
England, whence, at the age of eleven, he was 
taken bsckK tolreland and placed under a pri- 
vate tutor. Four years later he was senttoa 
private school* in Somersetshire, England, to 
complete his preparations tor college. While 
engaged in study he was taken down with ty- 
phoid fever, since which time he has never 


 terr 


enioged the robust health of bis earlier years. 
He matriculated at Cambridge when eighteen 
yearsold. Atterleaving college he manifested 
no particular interest in the affairs of ireland, 
and in conversation was rather noted among 
his associates for his conservative views on 
existing troubles. His serious interest in poli- 
tics dates from the execution of the Mancles- 
p hall “oe : 
‘Their terrible fate, it seems, determined 
him go enter Parliament asa ‘‘Home Ruler.’’ 
Atter consulting with his triends he made his 
tir-t#ppearance before the public in 1874, 
during which year he held the oftice ot High 
Sheriff of the county of Wicklow. At the same 
time he contested the county of Dublinon the 
Catholic and National ticket, but was beaten 
by C@l. Taylor, the Conservative and Protes- 
tant candidate, in1875 heran for Parliament 


| in County Meath against a Tory and a ‘‘Ilome 
| Ruler’’ and was retarned by a large majority, 
to sueceed Jolin Martin, the colleague of John 


Mitehell. In April, 1875, he took his seat, and 
trom the first provoked the hostility of his fel- 
low members. The ovstruction policy, which 
he introduced into Parliamentary debates, first 
attragted attention when he opposed the 
Prison bill, introduced by the Govern- 
ment. He succeeded in carrying certain 
humane amendments. Since that 
time he has continued beforethe public as a 
member of Perliament.

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A Reminiscence of Aaron Burr. 
‘Washington Cor. New York Herald. | 

A singular incident ia the family history of 
Judge Vhilip H. Margan, the new Minister to 
Mexico, whois expected here this week, is 
spoken of as giying a peculiar appropriate- 
ness to his appointment and likely to secure 
him a warm welcome in Mexico. Judge Mor- 
gan’s great-grandfather was a Colonel in the 
Revolutionary war, a personal friend of Gen. 
Wasbington, and well acquainted with Aaron 
Burr. <Aiter the close of the war Col. Morgan 
settled on a large estate called Morzauza, in 
Western Pennsyivania, and here Burr paid 
him a visit with the hope, asthe event proved, 
to induce Col. Morgan’s two sons to join nim 
in his contemplated expedition against Mexi- 
co and design to establish a Southwestern k%- 
pire. But*he literally reckoned witbout his 
host, who became so indignant with Burrthat 
the ex-Vice-President did not think it pru- 
dent to disclose his plans in full, but was rash 
enough to say at the dinner table one dav, 
when warmed with wine, that, ** With 5 J 
men, the city of New York could be taken, 
and with 200 Congress could be driven into 
the river.’’ 

The dinnertable was thrown into disorder 
DV this speech, but Colonel Morgan’s voungest 
son, afterward General Jobn Morgan, replied 
hotly: 

“Dv God, sir, withthat fomxee vou cannot 
take our little town of Cannonsburg,’? which 
joined his father’s lands; towhich Burr coolly 
replied: 

‘‘Contine yourself, to this side of the moun- 
tains, if you please, and I’il not contradict 
vou,’’ andthen left the table. Next morning 
he leftthe house before breakfast and pro- 
ceeded on his visit to Biesnerhassett Island, in 
the Ohio. Colonel Morgan had, however, 
cathered enough of Burr’s schemeto enable 
bim to warn President Jefferson, who replied 
usking him to act as a good citizen bv *‘further 
tracing the footsteps of this enterprise.” On 
the trial of Durr at Richmond‘ *for treason anit 
m’sdemeanor in preparing the means ofa 
iniliiaky expedition against Mexico,’? Colone! 
Morgan was one of the witnesses, and testi- 
ficd. to the facts which are set duwn in the 
official reportof the trial. General John Mor- 
gan, Who made so patriotic a reply to Burr, 
was the grandfather of the new Mexican Min- 
ister. He died at Morganzain IS17. Judge 
Morgan’s fatber studied law in Washington, 
Pa., and removed to Baton Rouge in 182”, 
where he died in 1862. It is curmous and in- 
teresting that after seventy-five vears the 
vrandson of the young man who would not 
allow Burr to talk treason or propose filibus- 
tering at his father’s table, is sent as Minister 
to the country avainst which Burr was then 
scheming. Judge Morgan is an accomplished 
Spanish scholar aud familiar also with the 
law and institutions of Mexico. He was se- 
lected forthe place of Minister by Sedretary 
Evarts, not only because of these acconiplish- 
ments, but because he has long shown aij intel- 
ligent appreciation of the value of closer com- 
mercial relations between the United States 
and Mexico, and of the continuance of friend- 
ship between the two countries.

Parson Cowley’s Pleasant Introduction 
to Prison Life. . 


[New York Special to Chicago Tribune, 3d.] 


The Rey. Edward Cowley breakfasted in the 
City Prison yesterday for the last time. At 
9:45 o’clock Under-Sheriff Stevens, accompa- 
nied by Deputy E. V. Smith, of the Order of 
Arrest Department, entered the prison. Mr. 
Stevens walked over to Cowley’s eell, and, 
tapping on the bars, exhibited a commitment 
to take the prisoner to the Penitentiary. He 
told him he must prepare to go at once. The 
prisoner’s jaw dropped and his face turned to 
a sickly pallor. Then he gave a sigh and 
seated himself on the edge of his bed. ‘*This 
is hard,’’? be said, burying his face in his 
hands, **very hard. Does my counsel know of 
ii?’’ he added, looking up _ sharply. 
The Deputy answered that he did, and Mr. 
Cowley in a few minutes was ready to accom- 

any the officers. The voyage to Blackwell’s 

sland was madein the Department ferry- 
boat, the Minnehonck, the commander of 
which had known Cowley when he was 
preaching on the Island. Capt. Steele recog- 
nized the ex-+chaplain at once, and shook 
bands with him. Arrivéd at the Penitentiary, 
the party adjourned to the inner office, where 
the prisoner was introduced to Warden Fox, 
who,in response to his earnest prayer, al- 
lowed him to wait three-quartegs of an hour 
in expectation of a stay of proceedings. 

At 12:30 o’¢clock the ex-shepherd gave up 
his hopes of a stay, and resigned himself to 
the bands ofthe prison barber. His glossy 
long gray beard and whiskers, which bave 
been his pride during the twenty-five years of 
his ministry, were cut off short, and his chin 
shaved and trimmed till it was smooth as a 
Dutch cheese. He was stripped of his cloth- 
ing, placedin one of the three bath-tubs 
ranged along the wall. and the water turned 
on tillthe rooms were filled witha cloud of 
steaip. Afterarefreshing bath he dressed 
himself and put onaclean shirt and striped 
trousers. The following entry was finally 
made in the prison book: 

‘‘Commitied February 20; received March 
2; Cowley, Edward; 52; one year, $250 fine, or 
250 days; 5 feet 21-2 inches; 137 pounds; 
crime, cruelty toa child; hair gray, eyes gray, 
dark complexioped; England; forty years in 
United States; married; educated, Protestant 
minister. ’”? 

After the ceremony had been gotten through 
with Mr. Cowley was given a striped coat of 
the same pattern with his trousers, a cloth 
cap, alsostriped, and rough leather shoes of 
the kind made in prison. The clothes in which 
hefarrived were packed neatly in a box, 
which was labeled with bis name and num- 
ber. and will be given to him when he goes 
out. Mr. Cowley was introduced to the fore- 
man of the shoe-shop, who consigned him to 
the care of an instructor, who in turn 
set him ta work cutling out leather 
for the soles of the shoes. 
He was given a bench in the front row near 
the middie windows, under the eyes of the 
keeper. Before going Mr.:Ambrose enjoined 
the keeper to mark for punishment any pris- 
oner who insulted or taunted the newcomer 
inany manner. After the officer had left 
Mr. Cowley found some difficulty in cutting 
the soles, and was accordingly provided with 
a punch and instructed to puneh holes. in the 
leather. It was a strange sight—the bare- 
headed, pallid-faced man bending down pa- 
tientiy and resignedly to his unaecustomed 
task, bandiing his tools with the clumsiness 
of a beginner, and yet working away with a 
determination to do the best he could, and 
give his keepers as little cause of complaint as 
possible. Ato:50 o’clock the men quit work, 
and marched in lock step* to dinner. Mr. 
Cowley, came the last but four in 
the shoe division, and foun] great ditliculty 
in keeping step with his fellows. At times 
be would almost fall out of the line, and there 
was ulways more or less space between him 
and the manahead of him. He ate sparingiv 
of the mush and molasses set before him, and 
seemed glad when supper was over, and he 
cou:d seek the seelusion of his cell. A econ- 
siderable number were prisoners during Cow- 
lev’s chaplainey’ in 18,1, When he ordered 
prisoners into the dark cell for coughing 
during service. The cause of his dismissal at 
that time wes his refusal to go into the Smgll- 
Pox Hospital.to administer spiritual consola- 
tion to sick patients. Next Sunday he will 
sit under ihe pulpit from which he preached 
tothe prisoners nine yearsago. He is the 
first regularly ordained clergyman that ever 
served aterm on tbe Island. 

Senator Bayard at Home.

Bayard 1s « tall, broad-shouldered man, full 
six feetin height. He has a high, square 
forehead, sandy, dark brown hair, with but 
little;gray init. His eyes are bright, fishy 
blue, deep set, under projecting eyebrows. 
His nose isaclean Roman. His lips are thin 
and decisive in their shape. Ilis chin promi- 
nent and smoothly shaven. His complexion 
is high-colored. Heis one of tne few Sena- 
tors Who weur light eolored kid gloves on the 
streets, and pay that marked attention to 
dress expected of an exquisite society man. 
His couts are always double-breasted frocks. 
He wears a silk hat in preference to the aver- 
age Senatorial slouch; and in his.extreme po- 
liteness, kind manners and approachable 
wavs has won the titite of the chevalier of the 
Senate. His grandfather was Senator from 
Delaware: his father was Senator, and he will 
serve bis life long asa Senator, unless fight- 
ning sbould strike him. He has two or three 
promising sons, the cldest of which regards 
his father’s place as bis by rizht. 

Mr. Bayard lives at a very pleasant place 
upon Highland terrace,in the same row where 
Justice Miller and Senator Edmunds reside. 
He spends a majority of bis time studying 
what be calls constitutional ;questions. He 
isaneasy, charming talker, and like most 
men of his kind, 1s yreater in the monologue 
than in conversation. You ask him 4 ques- 
tion and he half shuts bis eyes and starts off, 
and may talk, perhaps, in a pointed, tnterest- 
ing way for balf an hour before you will find 
anopportunity toask him another question. 
The writer remembers calling at his house 
one night during the last days of the LKlectora! 
Commission. Mr. Bayard had just returned 
from a protracted evening session of the Com- 
mission. It was nearly 11 o’clock when the 
writer arrived at the Senator’s house, and he 
foun several other correspondents going in 
at nearly ‘the sume time. Senator 
Bayard received them all in = a 
bcdy. He said that he would say what he had 
tosayto them all,so asto save time, /but 
before proceeding to business, he said: 
“Gentlemen, talking is dry work, and | am 
too thoroughly educated-as a Democrat to 
begin conversation in such a way.’’ Stepping 
back to the sideboard, he took up a decanter, 
and turning to the first correspondent, said: 
“What will you have; brandy or whisky?’’ 
The correspondent said, **1 do not drink.” 
Said Senator Bayard, *“*What will vour friend, 
there, take?’ The next man interrogated 
made a reply to the same effect. Senator Bay- 
ard quickly turned tothe other two, but a 
like auswer was made. ‘*Well,’”’ said he, 
‘*there is one man here that is going to take a 
diink,”? and with that he poured out half a 
tumblerful of rye whisky, and tossed it off 
witb the sich of a professional. As be turned 
to the small audience, then, he said, ‘*Your 
bealths, gentlemen, and nowlam ready.’’ 
From bis talk that night, discussing the work 
of the klectoral Commission, it Was very plain 
to see that he thought that he was acting a 
patriot’s part. 

A Colorado Glacier. 
{From the Leadville (Col.) Herald. | 

A centleman, who has during the last two 
years traversed the mountains around Lead- 
ville, hnd penetrated almost every one of the 
secret recesses,informs a Herald reporter that 
there is within twenty-five miles of this city 
one of the most interesting curiosities of na- 
ture—a veritable clacier, presenting all the 
characteristics of the claciers of Switzerland, 
both in magnitude and motion, its progress 
being gradually down the guich. The scene 
of this curiosity is loéated in the Mosquito 
range, about fifteen miles north of the pass. 
ur informant says that he first discovered it 
aboutthree years ago, While out ona pros- 
pecting tour. It was then apout amiie in 
length, and atthe bottom of the vulch pre- 
sentcd asheer precipice of ice not less than 
one hundred and fifty feet in height. Later 
in the season the place was visited 
again, and it was found that the 
great mass of ice had melted until at its 4 
it was not more fhan one hundred feet high, 
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' parts of the eity. 


the loss from the surface reducing its len 

to about half a mile. Again, easly the a 
lowing year, the place was visited. and the 
glacier was found to have regained its bulk, 
showing that the accumulation of ice and 
snow duringthe winter was about one-third 
its grossbulk. The rocks on the side of this 
immense mass Of iceshow the marks of at- 
trition, proving beyond all controversy that 
the glacier is in motion. Indeed, the earth at 
the foot of the glacier heaved up iu great 
masses shows thatitis gradually moving 
down into the valley. During the summer a 
large stream of water flows from the face of 
se icy cliff. Our informant is of the opinion 
that the glacier, as it progresses out of the 
deep gorge in which it was formed, will slow- 
ly melt away, and that it will not last many 
years. It isout of the way of ordinary travei, 
and the route to the scene is exceedingly ditti- 
cult, so thatit is not likely to be visited ex- 
cept by prospectors and hunters. 


CRIME IN WASHINGTON. 


The Capital in Need of a Vigilance Com- 
mittee. Ea, 
[Washixgton Cor. New York Tribune. ] 

There is probably no city in the country in 
some parts of which life and property are so 
insecure as at the National Capital. The po- 
lice force is entirely inadequate and has been 
so for years, and there is an element in the 
population of Washington, composed of ne- 
gro roughs, who commit crimes of the most 
cold-blooded character. It is not long ago 
that a young man named Hirth, while passing 
along a street only a few rods from one of the 
principal’ thoroughfares of the city early in the 
evening, Was set upon and murdered by four 
negroes, three of whom were convicted of 
murder in the first degree this morning., Last 
Friday evening about 7 o’clock, a respecta- 
ble young white woman was pass- 
along a public” street on Capi- 
Hill in the vicinity of stores and 
houses, when she was knocked down bya 
brutal negro and then dragged to a vacant 
lot_., where she was brutally treated. She was 
insensible for an hour and a balf,xand upon re- 
covering consciousness she manayed to cet 
away from the negro'und reach ner home. 
She died from the effects of her injuries this af- 
terneon. A negro named Smothers has been 
arrested and fully identified as having 
been onthe spot where the woman was at- 
tacked afew minutes before she came along. 
The indignation of the people atthe crime is 
very‘great. A hundred men marched to the 
Seventh District Station House at midnight 
last night ard demanded the prisoner, but he 
had been removed to another place. A large 
force.of policemen is now required to guard 
5 prisoner and save him from being lynch- 
ed. 
Of minor crimes there has been no enl dure 
ing the past winter. In several instances men 
passing through the Smithsonian or Agricul- 
tural Department grounds inthe evening have 
seen seized by negroes and stripped of all 
their clothing. Burglaries are of nightly oe- 
currence, and highway robberies frequent. 
Rarely is a policeman to be found or heard of 
when cfijmes of this kind are committed, and 
this is not the fault of the Police Department, 
which is singularly efficient as far as itis fur- 
nished with men. Tnetrouble is caused by 
the long beats over which each patrolman has 
to walk. ~In some instances a beat is nine 
miles long in unfrequented and sparsely built 
The fault is that of Con- 
gress, Which determines. how much money 
sbali be spent for ‘police. Two years ago, 
when there was a series of crimes similar to 
those which have recently occurred, there was 
serious talk of a vigilance committee. The 
temper of the people of Capitol Hill is now 
sucbthatan o)ganization of that character 
will certainly be formed unless some measure 

of prevention is adopted by the authorities.

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MODERNIZED TEXAS. 


Disposition Toward North- 
ern Immigrants. 
[San Antonio Cor. Cincinnati Commerelal. ] 

fan Anionio is fast losing its Mexican ‘*air,” 
its general foreign ensembie. Insome quar- 
ters there is stillto be found the ‘jackal,’? 
(proncurced hackal), the genuine Mexican 
uwelling, built indiscriminately of sticks and 
stones and mud, without floor or ehimney. 
The cock-pit is also to be found, 
with its customary attendants of 
gambling, figbting and drinking, 
ond Sundsy isthe favored day for the per- 
formances of this high-toned institution. But, 
aside from these old landmarks. the city is: 
fast becoming Americanized. The main busi- 
ness street has many stores and business 
blocks that would be a credit to your own 
Fourth street. The many well-to-do mers 
chants and traders—most of whom are He- 
brews—are putting up elegant and sizghtly 
homestcads in allsections of the city. Even 
the old, romantic Alamo, the scene, your read- 
ers will remember, of perhapstne most heroic 
episode in allearly Texan bistorv—even this 
venerated structure bas yielded to the march 
of modern improvements. For several years 
the old fortress bas been used as a commission 
warehouse—one Grenet being the proprietor— 
and the amount of business done by him is 
said to be enormous. Lastsummer he had a 
double-story gallery built about the place, and 
the entire premises renovated. The improve- 
ment is good for the warehouse, but it is bad 
for the fort. Guns still frown from the lofty: 
port-holes of the towers, -but the stronvest 
effort of the imagination can scarcely tind any 
compatibility between them and the grain- 


‘bags and the whisky barrels under the galler- 


ies below. 

In one thing fs the vanishing Mewican air 
of this place still vividly preserved—that is, 
inthe dress and customs of the Mexicans 
themselves. Their widespread sombreros, 
their everlasting fresadas qr blankets, one 
corner thrown picturesquely over the shoul- 
der, their inherited and ineradicable fondness 
for loafing—sunny walls and curbstones and 
genial fenece-corners being atemptation ab- 
solutely irresistible; their skill and cruelty 
both in the management of a borse, to say 
notbing of their unheard-of mysteries in 
harnessing: and overand above aH this the 
squalor of their homes and their universal 
passion for gambling—in every one of these 
particulars the Mexiean of to-day is the exact 
reproduction of the Mexican of a hundred 
fears ago. It cannot be said that these half- 
vaarbarous people are any special advantage 
to San Antonio. Indeed their tilth and squalor 
have bred so much small-pox in thé commu- 
nity that the town is becoming largely shun- 
ned by tourists and invalids as a consequence. 
Physicians here say that the disease has never 
heen* as malignant or general as reports 
would indicate, and that at present there 
is little or none of it prevalent. But unfor- 
tunately a single case is as bad as an epicemic 
in its eflect upon the frightened stranger. 
People scarcely wait to hear the horrible dis- 
ease mentioned before they bethink them to 
settle accounts and hasten to some less risky 
neighborhood. The result is verv apparent 
this season in the large falling off of visitors 
and invalids. And the citizens of the town 
feel it keenly. if there is 
any one thing of which san 
Antonians are more ambi.ious than another, 
it would seem to be toencourage the coming 
of the strangerand the immigrant. | am con- 
vineed that they are thoroughly sincere, too. 
It matters litWe where the new-comer hail- 
from. He mav be from the most radical sec- 
tions of the North. Provided he brings com- 
mon sense with bim he is sure to meet with 
venerous and whole-hearted welcome; poli- 
tics are asecondary matter altovether. ‘The 
stories of hu-Kiuxistih now and then sent 
from this section, and imposed upon the cred- 
ulous New York Tribune—are almost entirely 
the fabrications of,designing and unprincipled 
demagogues. Even the social ostracism com- 
plained of, and no doubt practiced, is fast 
melting into oblivion. There is, to be sure, a 
certuin soreness in some circles—especially 
in religious eircles—a kind of asdf feeling 
toward Northern interlopers, as they are cail- 
edi—Northern men who wil! have Northern 
ehurehes and Northern preachers on this 
Southern soil. That is regarded as an insult 
heaped upon injury. The feeling is very bit- 
ter in such eases, and one Northern minister 
within the writer’s ken lived hert aéyear and 
ahalf without the slightest recognition or 
courtesy from any of the ministerial fraternity 
of the eity. >ut thevhurecbes seem to have a 
monopoly of this petty spirit. Among busi- 
ness men and citizens generally, the honest 
disposition seems to beto welcome any man 
who will come in good faith to throw in his 
lot with theirs, and work for the common 
welfare of the community. The truthis, 
Texas cannot affordto put herself on a war 
footing toward Northern men. The State has

A Suicide’s Career.

Atthe age of nine or ten 
vears from tbe seed the tree begins to produce, 
the average lbreing about 50U oranges to the 
tree. For the next tive years the increase in 
production is rapid, being about 1,000 oranges 
per tree a vear. ‘There are quite a lot of 
trees in Flofida that produce 10,000 oranges, 
but these are aged, having been plgnted 
betore the, war. Oranges, like apples, 
have their off?’ vears, but at -tifteen years 
from the seed it is safe to say that the trees 
will produce on an average 5,040 oranges eaeh. 

There are tiftv trees to. one acre, according to 

Mr. French’s figures given above, though it 

is usual to set outsixty,which at 5,000 oranges 

pertree would give 1,540,000 oranges as the 
vield ofthe ten acres. These at 11-2 cents 
apiece as they hangon the tree,the average 
price this season... would give $22,500 off the 
ten acres. This estimaté@ let it be borne in 
mind, is alow one, for some Floridians are 
this vear realizing $25,000 from six,acres. 

The Florida orange crop this vear is mueh 

larger than ever before. From such counties 

as are easily accessible the figures point toa 
crop of about 440,000 boxes. In Putnam 

county alone the IS; vear was nearly 5,500,000 

oranges, and next vear with the lurge num- 

ber of blooming trees that will come into 

bearing the crop will amount to 25,000,000 

oranges.

What He Says of It—Always in Favor of 
Peace. °*

WASHINGTON, February 29.—The attempt of 
the €nemies of Senator Bayard to make politi- 
cal capital against him by publishing the peace 
speech which he made in 1861, and by accus- 
ing him of having been disloyal to the Union, 
has fallen very flat here.

Convention To-Day. 


About 200 Delegates Present, and Only 
Seventeen States Represented, 


_—— 


The Trouble in Raising Fands to Pay the 
Expenses of the Convention. 


Scarcely two hundred men,old and young, %s- 
sembled in Masonic Hall this morning to hold 
the National Union Greenback Convention. 
The convention was not called toordertill a 
little past 12, but delegates began to straggle 
intothe hall as earlyas the doors were 
open, and from the time that 
aS manyas two were there discussion was 
the orderof the day. There was probably 
never before in Masonic Hallas much talk by 
as.smalla body of peoplein so short a period 
of time as there was this morning. Every man 
present was an orator who had been rousing 
up the people in the rural districts on the great 
financial issue for two or three years past. The 
Illinois delegation got in quite early and 
assembled in the east end of the halltoholda 
caucus of their own. 

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION. 

The question was sbouladthe present con- 
vention proceed to noninate _can- 
Gidates for President and Vice-President 
or wait till the National Greenback Convention 
ineets in ChicagoinJune. There was a pretty 
equal division of opinion and a number ot 
speeches were made that for fervor would out- 
rank the most passionate Outbursts of Patrick 
Henry. It appears that there are two dis- 
tinct factions in the Greenback party, the 
Union Greenbackers and the National Green- 
backers, and there is now  Dbeing 
made astrong effort to unite these two wings 
in the nationalcampaign. At 1v o'clock all 
the delegates had arrived at the hall, and trom 
thison there was a perfect hubbub. Speeches 
were being made by twenty different men, and 
animated arguments were being made by eve- 


rybody. The enthusiasm seeme to 
be unlimited, though it came in 
many different directions. Brick 


Pomcroy, the leading spirit of the convention, 
quietly passed about with his big white front 
tooth exposed, and his hat on the back of his 
head, receiving the horny hand vf manya 
farmer patiiot. He seemed to be the only man 
who was not talking atthe topof his voice. 


One old gentleman in the back of the 
hall’. got particularly uproarious. He 
stood upon it chair and 


with gleaming eyes and fearfully energetic ges- 
ticulation descanted on the condition of the 
oppressed laboring classes and the corruption 
of the Government. 

‘*This nation,’’ said he, ‘‘is runin the inter- 
est ot 22,000 national banks, each of which 
has 10 men in it and 50,000 bondholders. We 
now want to join the ground swell and restore 
the Government to the peopie.’’ 

NOTABLES PRESENT 

Dr. Goodwin, of local Greenback fame, was 
there, and passed about asa sort ot director 
of ceremonics. 

Mr.HugoPreycr,the Secretary of the National 
kxecutive Committee, sat at the head ot a lonsz 
table receiving contributions with which to 
pay the expenses of the convention. It seems 
no funds had been raised betorehanu, 
and the money for hall rent, @s well as 
tor some Otber trifling expenses, had to be raise 
ed this morning. The contrivutious came in 
slowly. Wr. Chesley, a big man from New 
Hampshiie, sat beside Mr. Preyer and helped 
to keep count. Dr. Goodwin would come up 
now and then to see how the pile was swelling, 


and.when it began to look as though 
enough cash. would. not be raised, the 


Doctor suggested that the convention had bet- 
ter goto the Mercantile Library Hall, as it 
could be got chaper than the Masonic Hall. 

Finally, as it drew near tothe houroft noon, 
Dr. Chesley got impatient and got up and ap- 
pealed tothe delgates tocome forward and 
contribute the needed balance. : 

**Gentiemen,’’ said be tn stentorian tones, 
‘fcome forward and contribute. We must 
eg ag balauce of this money or leave this 

all. 

There was nothing like a sensation over this 
staitling announcement. In tact, there was 
no chavge noticeable except that the various 
debates going Onin various parts ot the hall 
grew more anmimeted. A collector forthe rent 
of the hall made his appearance and asked for 
Sit: ° 

Thi- was paid, but it exhausted the treasury. 
Dr. Chesley suid there must be some more 
cash raised, and he sent a meek-looking young 
man out to the Illinois delegation with a nat in 
his hand. lie came back with 
$2 O05 and threw it down in 
triumph.» ‘“Welldone,’’ said the Doctor, 
but we are still $23 behind. 

APPEALS FOR CASH. 

Then the Doctor got up and made another 
appeal. ‘‘Here! Lookthisway. Gentlemen, 
let ne have your attention. This Convention 
can’t proceed till we have enough money to 
pay the door-keeper and the police. Weare 
$23 short; come up and contribute.’’ 


A ftew single dollars and halves were 
brought un, but the pile increased 
slowly. The young man was 


sent back tothe Illinois delegation. He came 
back with seventy-five cents and said be had 
cieaned the platter. There was still the sum 
ot $9 50 necessary. Dr Chesley, in desperation, 
got up a last time and asked for fifty and twen- 
ty-five cent contributions, and one honestold 
mun Came up and laid down his quarter. Three 
quarters were paid in, and the 
amount needed was reduced to $8 75, 
undjit stood bere at iast accounts. 

The hour oft 12 was at handand Dr. Good- 
win went in search of the gavel. When hehad 
found it, the secretary of the national commit- 
tee mounted the platform and rapped the 
house to order. | 

CALLED TO ORDER. 

‘*The time having arrived,’’ said he, ‘‘I now 
call the convention to order. And without 
further delay I suggest that we at once proceed 
to a temporary organization.’’ 

Dr. L. Chesley, of New Hampshire, was 
nominated and elected temporary chairman, 
and showed his good sense by not making a 
speech. Mr. D. H. Jackson, of Iowa, was 
elected secretary, and Mr. Noland, of Texas, 
was elected his assistant. DreGoodwin thought 
it would be a good time to adjourn for dinner. 

Brick Pomeroy called tor a conimittee on cre- 


dentials. 

On motion of Mr. Hoyt a commit- 
tee on credentials was appointed, 
one from cach State, the various 


State delegations making their own appoint. 
ments. After somedelay the secretary an- 
nounced the committee as tollows: Samuel 
Hill, Rhode Island; Geo, W. Lee, Wisconsin;

Jacob Frank, on old rag-picker, committed 
suicide this morning by shooting himselfinthe 
head with a pistol. The deceased was sixty- 
five years old and leaves a wife and one child— 
&@ young man whose residence is in Indianapolis, 
Frank had been married three times and was 
living with bis third wife at the time of lis 
death. Itis supposed that this third marriage 
was notthe most barmonious union, as the 
old man had transferred his property to a step- 
son by a former malwene. and this business 
transaction. did not meet with the entire 
approval ot his present widow, 
Aithough quite well-to-do in the goods of this 
wold, the deceased continued to deal in rags.
